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Letter  From  CG A  President 


Dear  Student  Body : 

During  the  few  weeks  after  my 
election  as  President  of  the 
College  Government  Association, 
I  heard  many  pleaing  cries  of  the 
G.C.  students --the  loudest  being 
“change,  change.  .  .we  want 
something  changed  around 
here.”  Well  my  friends,  in  trying 
to  fulfill  our  duties  as  officers  of 
CGA,  the  Executive  Council  has 
initiated  several  proposals  for 
change.  But  to  our  bewilderment 
we  find  that  no  one  has  enough 
iniative  to  help  effect  these 
changes. 

The  one  specific  example  that  I 
have  in  mind  is  the  recent 
decision  of  Fall  Retreat  to 
reconstruct  Slipper  into  a  unified 
production.  We  voted  in  a 
democratic  manner  to  CHANGE 
Slipper.  But  since  the  decision, 
all  I  have  heard  is  a  jumbled 
confusion  which,  I  suppose,  is  to 
be  defined  as  opposition  to 
change  Slipper.  What’s  the 
matter  with  you?  What  com¬ 
mandment  says,  “Thou  shall  not 
change  Slipper”?  Was  the  GSCW 
or  Georgia  College  or  GSCW  or 
Georgia  College  or  GSCW  or. . . . 
.?  What  are  we  anyhow? 

To  be  completely  fair  as 
possible  about  this,  I  have 
listened  to  the  jumbled  confusion 
of  opposition  from  the  students,  I 
have  thought,  and  I  have  decided 
that,  in  the  best  interest  of 
Georgia  College,  to  reconvene  the 
members  of  Fall  Retreat  in  order 
for  them  to  reconsider  their 
decision.  They  are  the  ones  who 
will  be  given  the  chance  to  alter 
the  original  decision-so  if  you 
have  a  definite  feeling  about 
Slipper,  let  one  of  these 
representatives  know  about  it. 


We  will  be  meeting  on  October 
16th  at  7:00p.m.  But  I  must  make 
it  perfectly  dear  that  this  will  be 
the  final  decision  and  whatever  is 
decided,  then  will  stick. 

I  cannot  end  without  stating  a 
few  personal  comments.  I  think  it 
is  sad  to  see  the  G.C.  students 
who  “love”  Slipper  so  much  kill 
it.  Yes,  I  feel  that  Slipper  in  all 
its  past  grandeur  is  dead.  Change 
is  inevitable  for  Georgia  College. 
We’re  all  being  selfish  and 
thinking  of  only  what  is  best  for 
Georgia  College,  now  or  for  its 
future. 

I  also  think  it  is  the  height  of 
.impassiveness  when  people 
complain  of  the  Fall  Retreat  vote 
not  being  a  majority  vote.  Well, 
my  acutely  aware  friend,  if  you 
would  take  time  to  actually  read 
the  Student  Handbook  and  the 
CGA  Constitution  you  would  find 
no  mention  whatsoever  of  a 
majority  vote.  When  was  the  last 
time  you  read  your  handbook? 
Don’t  you  think  it’s  about  time? 

Only  two  or  three  people  have 
taken  the  time  to  show  their  in¬ 
terest  by  personally  talking  with 
me  about  their  displeasure.  If  you 
are  going  to  take  the  energy  to 
beef,  why  not  do  it  to  someone 
who  can  do  something  about  it? 

To  you,  the  so-called  new 
generation  of  Georgia  College 
students,  I  offer  this  final  cry-if 
change  is  what  you’ve  cried,  stick 
by  your  guns  and  cry  louder,  or 
don’t  attempt  to  whimper. 
Change  .  takes  guts--it’s  a 
challenge  that  takes  work  and 
enthusiasm -when  was  the  last 
time  you  thought  of  yourself  as  a 
coward? !

Georgia  College  is  a  par¬ 
ticipant  in  the  Georgia  Intern 
Program.  The  Intern  Program 
provides  an  opportunity  for  in¬ 
terested  students  to  earn  up  to  15 
quarter  hours  toward  their 
degree  by  working  in  a  govern¬ 
ment  agency  in  Georgia.  All 
students  at  Georgia  College  are 
eligible  to  participate  in  the 
Intern  Program.  Financial 
stipends  of  about  $600  a  quarter 
will  be  awarded  to  all  interns. 

Applications  are  now  being 
received  from  students  who  are 
interested  in  being  an  intern  for 
winter  quarter,  1973.  Application 
forms  are  available  in  the 
Academic  Dean’s  office,  Parks 
102.  The  deadline  for  returning 
the  applications  to  the  Dean’s 
Office  is  October  27.  Intern 
positions  are  available  in  the 
following  areas  of  interest: 
Health,  Law  Enforcement, 
Planning,  Education,  Social 
Work,  Ecology,  Economic 
Development,  and  similar  areas. 

All  applicants  will  be  notified 
by  December  1  if  they  have  been 
accepted  into  the  winter 
program.

Maxwell  Cafeteria:

Why  do  I  have  to  pay  to  get  into 
dances  and  concerts  when  I 
already  paid  sixteen  dollars  in 
student  activity  fees?  I  am  sure 
this  question  is  bothering  many 
students.  First  of  all,  let  me  say 
that  the  $16  activity  fees  money 
not  only  supports  pop  concerts, 
dances,  and  movies,  but  also 
pays  for  the  College  Band,  Chora) 
Activities,  Community  Concert 
Association,  the  Athletic 
Program,  Colonnade,  Spectrum, 
College  Government  Association, 
College  Theater,  Lyceum ,  Golden 
Slipper,  Class  Budgets,  Agape, 
and  Summer  Activities.  The 
budget  for  pop  concerts  is 
$10,560,  but  this  amount  is 
allotted  only  with  a  ticket 
revenue  of  $2000.  Dances  are 
dealt  with  in  the  same  way  with  a 
budget  of  $7500  and  an  expected 
revenue  of  $1400.  The  committee 
feels  that  to  charge  for  some  of 


these  concerts  and  dances  more 
money  can  be  hrought  in  for 
more,  and  better  activities.  So  far 
this  quarter  you  have  been 
charged  for  two  activities  and  we 
are  charging  for  the  upcoming 
big  concert  on  Thursday,  October 
19,  however,  there  will  be  two 
more  dances  this  quarter  that 
will  be  free. 

The  Committee  also  tries  to 
choose  bands  that  will  appeal  to 
everyone.  The  concert  featuring 
Hydra  was  for  the  people  that 
enjoy  heavy  music.  Liberation, 
the  band  that  played  for  the 
orientation  dance,  was  a  top  40 
soul  band.  The  concert  featuring 
Brownsville  Station  and  Vince 
Vance  and  the  Valiants  should 
appeal  to  everyone.  A  rock  and 
roll  show  of  the  50’s  and  of  today 
will  rock  you  right  out  of  your 
seat.  If  you  don’t  come  to  any 
other  event  this  year,  make  it  to 


this  concert.  There  will  be  a 
dance  on  Oct.  27  featuring  Bir- 
num  Wood.

New  Dean  of  Students,  Dr. 
Simpson,  was  interviewed  by 
COLONNADE  reporters 
Monday,  Oct.  9. 

Originally  from  Montgomery, 
Ala.,  Dean  Simpson  stated  that 
he  liked  Georgia  and  was 
delighted  with  Georgia  College. 
He  was  previously  employed  at 
Morehead  State  College  in 
Morehead,  Ky.  as  Dean  of  School 
of  Science  and  Mathematics  from 
1965  till  June  of  1972. 

Dean  Simpson  received  his 
A.B.  from  Mercer,  Master  of 
Science  in  Kentucky,  PHD  in 
physics  in  Virginia,  and  taught 
physics  at  Georgia  Tech  for 


twelve  years.  He  served  as  a 
Naval  Communications  Officer 
during  WW  II  and  the  Korean 
War. 

Dean  Simpson’s  wife  is  from 
Shellman,  Georgia.  They  met 
while  attending  Mercer.  He  has 
four  daughters-two  married  and 
living  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  one  at¬ 
tending  Baldwin  Co.  High  School, 
and  one  in  the  second  grade. 

As  of  yet  he  has  not  had  very 
much  personnel  contact  with  the 
students  and  his  heart  lies  in 
teaching  and  hopes  to  have  a 
class  in  Physics  in  the  near 
future. 

He  hopes  the  students  here  will 


recognize  the  fact  that  he  and 
other  faculty  advisors  are  here 
because  of  the  students.  He  also 
hopes  the  students  will  see 
Georgia  College  as  a  good  avenue 
for  them  and  others  to  follow. 
Also  that  new  procedures  are 
constantly  changing  old 
procedures. 

In  referring  to  an  old  prayer ,  he 
mentioned  that  the  students  have 
the  courage  to  change  things  that 
need  changing  and  recognizing 
them.
